How to Mend Broken China.

part of a set; but few people realize that with care and practice 
they can be mended quite well at home, instead of being sent to 
a shop, on the way to which they run the risk of being broken

Most peopl ake the mist of joining all the broken 
pieces of an article together at the ime time rhis is quite 
wrong, the un on the different parts being then so great that 
they genera come apart again Suppose a plate were broken
